THE KANKAKEE FIRE. 


(he Ashes of AU the Victims of the Atr- 
ium Horror Taken frera the Bulns—Ver- 
dhjt of the Coroner's Jury. 
RAXKAKEE, 111., Jan. ao.—The ruins of 


Jie bnmed cottage at the insane asylum 
were searched yesterday and the remains of 


:e four missing patients were found.

All who helped rescue patients believe 


that the victims were suffocated in their 
jeds before the fire reached them. Those 
who removed the patients from the first tloor 
say they heard no cries of distress in any 
portion of the huilding. All but two of 
tho victims weiv domiciled iu the second 
story, and met their deaih 
very soon 


after the fire broke out, as that portion of 
the building was tha first to he filled with 
the smoke. Immediately after the break- 
ing out of the fire the smoke became so 
dense in every portion of the building that 
the rescuers experienced the greatest diffi- 
culty in finding their way to the —•--•- 
rooms. 
A number of re'atives and friends of vic- 


tims arrived last evening. The scenes as 
they were shown the charred remains were 
agonizing. Some were passive and took tlie 
result as a natural consequence. 


The work of the Coroner's Juty was com-

Hr. Willarn D. Garrison, proprietor of the 


Grand Union hotel and secretary of the Hotel 
a*soe:ation, gave some interesting facts in 
relation to the profe--sionala wao thrive at 
tbe expense of hotel keepers. 


"There are innumerable modes of swin- 


dling us," he said, "but since the formation 
of our association we have been able to pro- 
tect one another to a very considerable ex- 
tent The most respectable style of impos- 
ing on us IB known as the family mode. A 
gentleman with bis wife and daught T. will 
engage board and select the most expensive 
rooms we have. 
Hi^ tastes will be the 


most fastidious, and the daughters will re- 
quire attendance danced on them constantly. 
The bills will be paid the first week, the sec- 
ond, and perhaps the thirl Next week pay- 
ment will not be made on the rejrular piy day 
but a lew day-, afterward. a.id a.tor tuat 
they will shut down altOKeth r and in- 
form you that a remittance which is ex- 
pected from "-(.me distint po.nt has not ar- 
rived, and that h sbanJ, wife and daughters 
do not understand what could have hap- 
pened, and that they are pained beyond 
measure at the suspense. Meantime they 
are unremitting in their demands for extra 
attentions, and never appear to inu :<ae 
that a hotel manager has feelings that might 
pouibly be pained also, and bills that miut 
be met" 


"How do you deal with such people!" 
"We would seise their baggage an security 


for board, but piofessionals who come to 
your bouse for the purpose of swindling you 
do not bnng valuable baggago, and you 
have really no re me 13- against them. They 
(cent trouble ahead, and when they find it 
coming they adopt tactics suited to the oc- 
casion. They lodge a complaint at the office 
charging that valuable jewelry has been 
stolen from their rooms, and thus assume 
the aggressive. We are compelled to in- 
vestigate the charges, and while doing so 
our worthy guests obtain another lease of 
life at our expense. Occasionally they will 
condescend to compromise by paying some- 
thing on account, which we are usually glad 
to receive." 


"Who conducts the diplomatic work on 


behalf of family guests?" 


"The gentleman usually leaves these deli- 


cate affairs in the hands of the ladies, who 
manage systematically. The lady will tell 
you that her husband is full of business and 
has no time to attend to the details of house- 
hold affairs. She will generally try to make 
arrangements by the month, and if you drop 
a hint about security she will grow indignant 
and take from her trunk a big bundle of 
mining stocks, which she will exhibit before 
vour eyes. If you happen to smile on be- 
holding these 'securities,' she is liable to go 
off In ant. 


"Another class of swindlers with whom it 


IB bard to deal," continued Mr. Garrison, 
"are members of the learned professions, 
usually broken-down lawyers. The lunb of 
the law will register and gi fe you his business 
card. He will pay his first bill promptly, and 
than the trouble commences. TV hen you pre- 
bent

"In all cases we holJ the bagpage, but we 


are losers all the same. These man never 
pay their bills because they never intended 
to do so. They vull often replevy the bag- 
;age, and we usually Bad it most economical 
to grin and bear the loss as it does not pay 
to retain counsel in all these cases. We are 
not allowed to open the baggage, aiiJ as it 
may be worthless to any person but the 
owner we let it go, and report the swindler 
to the hotel fraternity, who will be placed 
on their guard. Hotel men, as a rule, how- 
ever, are considerate and kind-hearted. If 
they behove that one of their guests has met 


tu misfortune and that he means to do 


rur1-'he is met with courtesy and generous 


eatm it 
"iuere is another class of swindlers," he 


continued, "who are characterized by h^tel 
•tempers as professional beats. Their method 
in operating is peculiar. Atter one of these 
-e..tipnien ba« ivg,,tared he takes a violent 
flt, and as he writhes and groans great com- 
l»-sion is exoiteJ in his behalf. We send 
or a physician and do everything we can 
or our guest, who give ua the address of ha 
lends. Ia an hour or two he ia convales- 
ent. and orders meals and delicaciog sent to 
is room, of which he partakes heartily. 
Next day we discover that his friends are 
.ot to be found at the addresses given, and 
that our gueat has flitted. The losses we 
u-tain from such men are not serious, but 
they ar* very annoying. Should we happen 
co capture one of these patients while making 
his way to tbe street we ring for a police- 
man, and the magistrates usually send them 
to the island for ten days in default of pay- 
ment of a fine of $10. Ladies feign sickness 
un our bands also, and it is not so easy to 
deal with them aa with the men. Invariably 
they secure the sympathies of the servants 
by telling extravagant stories. They can 
play sick far better than men. and we can 
only dispose of them by sending them to a 
hospital, which thoy quit almost, immediately 
after their arrival." 


Hotel proprietors lose 500 per cent, more 


by the family mode of swindling than by 
any other method. Business men who travel 
from city to city are regarded as the most 
desirable guests. They require less attention 
and are more prompt m settling the J bills, 
A check or draft presented by a commercial 
traveler is usually taken without question. 
Mr. Garrison says that the losses tustained 
by hotel* through the operations of profes- 
sional swindlers do not now ei,?ead one half 
of 1 per cent, the year round. Before the as- 
sociation was formed they 
were much 


blither. Professionals can now operate with 


only by registering a new name at 


every hotel they patronize, and even then 
their chances of success are small, because a 
descriptive l.st is forwarded to landlords 
with every case reported. Few Europeans 
attempt systematic swindling, and those 
usually operate by representing that they 
•re scions of some noble house or officers of
